In an extended Interview, Miss Per- 


kins talked In detail about the part 
the government should play in the field 
of labor relations. 
She does 
not 


think that the Wagner act is really 
a labor act at all; as she sees it, it 
is simply an act to protect the civil 
rights of wage-earners and to impose 
penalties of those rights are\violated. 


She feels .that the right to col- 


lective bargaining is a tiling that must 
be taken for granted, and that is rapid- 
ly attaining universal acceptance; bill 
from that point on the government 
must lay aside the big stick and cul- 
tivate the diplomatic manner. 


Wants Foolproof Contracts 


"Once the right to collective bar- 


gaining is established, I don't, think 
the government ought to determine 
how negotiations are to take place or 
what the terms in a given agree- 
ment arc to bo," she says. "That's the 
busines of the union and the employ- 
er. 
I think the government's part 


is to be available for real mediation 
in cases whore the negotiations don't 
work out satisfactorily." 


There are a few simple things labor 


and capital can do, she believes, which 
would, eliminate much industrial strife. 
For one, she believes a labor con- 
tract should provide that no dispute 
arising during'the life of the contract 
should be grounds for a strike or a 
lockout; instead, it should provide 
means for settling such disputes—most 
of which, she remarks, are minor 
matters. 


For Another thing, she believes that 


the language of such contracts should 
be crystal clear—for many bitter dis- 
putes come just because one party 
thinks a .given clause means one thing 
while the other party thinks it means 
something else. 


But, of course, disagreements in the 


negotiation of contracts will continue 
to occur, and they will lead to strikes 
or lockouts. What then? 


Then the government has its chance 


to conciliate the two factions and pro- 
vide a way for them (to get together. 
This job, says Miss Perkins, is really 
ah art. The conciliator has no set 
of rules to go by; he doesn't sit down 
and tell the parties what to do, pass 
judgement.on one side or the other, 
or make any finding of fact whatso- 
ever.

Until he took over the 
reins, "Young Jim" showed up at 
headquarters once a week, maybe once 
every two or three weeks. For some 
years he was part of a law partner- 
ship, but more recently opened his 
own office and began giving more and 
more time to his practice. 


Groomed In Politics 


It was just 10 years ago that the 


Democratic leader began his political 
career on the death of his father, 
Michael J. Pendergast, in 1929, who 
for years had been boss of the Elev- 
enth Ward. Even though his duties as 
ward boss were numerous, "Young 
Jim" did not relinquish his position 
as president of the Eleventh Ward 
Democratic Club. He stood by his 
guns there and built it up to one of 
the largest political clubs in the city. 


That he knows politics from the 


ground up is evident from the fact that 
he carried poll books and called on 
every resident in his ward. He made 
friendws on his own hook, in and out 
of politics, and the year he became 
ward boss he was elected president of 
the Young Democratic Jefferson Club 
of Missouri. 


He took his first big step toward the 


throne of T. J. Pendergast when he 
began relieving his uncle at head- 
quarters on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday, while the boss reduced his 
working time to the other three days 
a week.

Broad -Experiments Leave Value of "Gold 


Shots" Problematical 


Vaccines to be used for the preven- 


tion of the common cold are called 
"shots." The usefulness of these so- 
called shots has been n matter of nrgu- 
Vnfcnt among the medical profession 
for a good many years. The authori- 
tative bodies, like the Council on 
Pharmacy 
and 
Chemistry of 
the 


American1 Medical Association, and the 
writings of most 'pllysicans incline to 
believe that their real tvalue has not 
yet.been proved. 


All sorts of experiments have been 


made on small and on large groups of 
people to establish the usefulness or 
lack of value of "cold shots.' A't phe 
time studies were mn'cle-oh the em- 
ployes of the iBrilish postoffice depart- 
ment, and the authorities were con- 
vinced that the shots against colds did 
not do much good. 


Another study was made among em- 


ployes of one of the leading American 
life insurance' companies, and here 


agnin the authorities did not seom to 
feel that the vaccines did much in 
preventing the common cold.

It, therefore, occurred recently to 


Drs. I. J. Hauser and Mj J. Hailser to 
make a study of this matter OH stu- 
dents in the University of Michigan 


who were willing to participate In thd 


the years 1935-1936, 


there .were 10,000 studehls enrolled. 
During that same period, 4DOO of the 
students Went to the Student rTealth 
Service to be'treated for coughs and 
colds on more tKan 6006 separate occa- 
sions. During that same period, 600 
studortls lost a 'total of nearly 4000 
days from their work because of colds 
and their ccmvplications. The common 
cold is the most important single 
cause bf absertcd fi'ohn work because 
of illness. 


When the doctors made their test, 


they,.gave one group of students the 
ordinary vaccine or shots that are Used 
against. Colds, making the injection 
under the skill; Another gfoup Wore 
also |glven shots, but the irtjectlori-T 
were made Into thd skin stead of un- 


d6r the skin; the third group were 
given injections of ordinary sterile 
Water. 


All of the students who volunteered 


were risked ns to the number of colds 
that they usually had per year; later 
they were asked as to whether or not 
they had less colds o rmoro colds fol- 
lowing the injections. Some inter- 
esting facts resulted. 


In the first place, it turns out the 


average person does not have n clear 
conception as to how many colds he 
has during any given year. In th» 
second place, GG per cent ot those who 
received the sterile water snld-.lhey 
had feWer colds after the Injection's 
than in the year before; fi.| per cent of 
those who received the vaccine into 
the sktn said they had fewer colds, 
and 80 per cent of those who had re- 


ceived the vaccine under the skin said 
they had had fewer colds. 


The differences between the three 


groups are so slight that they are 
Within the limits of What the statistic- 
ians call possible error. MorfeoVer, 90 
per cfetil tit those who were injected 
said they felt so much better, they 
would like to repeat the treatment next 
yenr, Which obviously easts still1 furth- 
er doubt on the value of such shots as 
a specific means of preventing com- 
mon colds.
